32 in the 
1983 Cup 


State League clubs will 
take part in a new, 32- 
team National Cup next 
year. 


The eight soccer federations 
— Victoria, NSW, South 
Australia, Queensland, West- 
ern Australia, Tasmania, 
Northern NSW and the ACT — 
will be invited to nominate a 
member club to join the 24 
NSL clubs. 

The NSL expects the States 
to nominate their best avail- 
able teams from 1983 to take 
part in next year's Cup which 
will be held on a regional basis 
up to the semi-final stage. For 
four weeks before the league 
kick-off, clubs will play in the 
cup until the four semi-final- 
ists are decided. 

Meanwhile, the ASF’s mar- 
Keting director, Peter Shee- 
han, is expected back shortly 
from London, where he had 
talks with Patrick Nally, man- 
aging director of West Nally, 
about arranging international 
tours next year. 

West Nally’s agreement 
with the ASF pives it exclusive 
rights to NSL, National Cup 
and international matches. 
Sheehan will inform Patrick 
Nally about the new-look NSL 


South Melbourne 
Hellas coach Len 
McKendry says he 
will quit if Alan Da- 
vidson returns to the 
club. 


“As long as I'm there, he'll 
never play for Hellas again,” 
McKendry said this week. 

He claimed that while Da- 
vidson was “‘legally right’ in 
Isaving for trials with Bayern 
Munich and Arsenal yesterday 
{Tuesday), it was “morally 
wrong’’ for him to go just 
before Hellas’s National Cup 
semifinal against Heidelberg- 
Alexander. 

Davidson tried to delay his 
trip but was unable to. His 
flights and accommodation in 
Munich had been booked seven 
weeks previously 

“IT feel sorry that I can’t 
stay for the semi-final, but it 
was impossible to change 
everything,’ Davidson said 
before leaving. ‘‘The already 
had been one delay, caused by 
the series against England 
which meant the NSL had to be 
prolonged by a couple of 


weeks. 

“T really wish Hellas the 
best of luck in the semi-final. 
I’m sure they’ll win it and go 
on to take the Cup.” 

Because of his overseas 
trials, Davidson signed a con- 
tract tying him to Hellas only 
until the last league match of 
the season. The Hellas com- 
mittee and McKendry have 
been aware of the situation all 
year. 

If he is signed by Bayern 
Munich or Arsenal, he will 
emulate or even surpass the 
feats of Eddie Krncevic (ex- 
Croatia and Marconi) who's 
now with Dinamo Zagreb, and 
David Mitchell (ex-Adelaide 
Juventus and Sydney Hakoah) 
who’s starring with Glasgow 
Rangers. 

If McKendry sticks to the 
‘It's him or me’’ threat, 
Hellas may lose one of Austra- 
lia's greatest players even if 
he fails to get a contract over- 
seas. That would be sad —

Olympic meets Marconi at 
St George Stadium on Sun- 
day, while Hellas meets Hei- 
delberg-Alexander at Olympic 
Park 

“For the good of soccer, it 
would be best to have the two 
big giants — Olympic and 
Hellas — in the final, but from 
my own viewpoint, I'd like to 
see them losing,’’ said Arok on 
Monday, after having guided 
St George Budapest to the NSL 
title — Saints’ fifth honor in 
the three years since he retur- 
ned to the club. 

Arok and St George want to 
run a spectacular four-club 
tournament with prize money 
of $6000 for the winner, $3000 
for the runner-up and $1000 for 
third place. 

It would be played in Mel- 
bourne and Sydney, either 
midweek or on two successive 
weekends, starting probably 
on November 5. 

The catch is, that to make 
the tournament financially 
viable, it would have to include 
Hellas and Olympic. 

“Heidelberg and Marconi 
wouldn’t draw nearly as many 
people. so with them it prob- 
ably wouldn't be worthwhile — 
although if we had Olympic, 
we probably could go ahead 
with Heidelberg instead of 
Hellas. At least we'd have one 
of the bid drawcards then,” 
Arok said. 

St George and probably Pre- 
ston Makedonia would join the 
two losers of the National Cup 
semi-finals will contest the 
National Cup final in Sydney 
on November 6 and in Mel- 
bourne on November 13. 

“T will be talking this week 
with the clubs we would like to 
have in the tournament, and 
I'll be hoping for the right 
results in the semi-finals,” 
Arok said. 

“The tournament would be 
of tremendous benefit to the 
Socceroos, because it would 
or the top players match- 

ite 

Whatever happens in the 
semi-finals, Victoria is well- 
placed to gain revenge for 
Makedonia’s eclipse in the 
league championship race. 

Both Hellas and Heidelberg 
look stroner than Marconi and 
Olympic, meaning there is a 
very strong chance that the 
Cup will come to Melbourne — 
the first honor of any kind to 
come Victoria’s way since the 
NSL started in 1977. 

Heidelberg is undefeated for 
eight weeks, since Jim Tansey 
took over as player-coach, and 
Hellas has lost only two of its 
past 17 games under Len 
McKendry. 

Olympic had a good result 
against Makedonia last Sun- 
day, but that was Olympic’s 
first victory since having 
beaten Makedonia five weeks 
earlier.

Marconi, unsettled by the 
departure of coach Doug 
Collins, lost 1-3 to West Adel- 
aide Hellas last Sunday. 

St George meanwhile, will 
have to negotiate new con- 
tracts with all its players 
except Robbie Slater and Mark 
Barton whose present con- 
tracts carry over to next year. 

The Saints received no 
bonus for winning the 
championship, whereas Make- 
donia had been offered $1000 a 
man to win the title, and will 
receive $750 each for having 
stayed in the top four. 

“Our players would have 
paid to win the championship, 
rather than expect money 
themselves,”’’ Arok said. 

It's been a memorable 
achievement by the Saints, 
who came from behind after 
tailing by 10 points at one 
stage. 

They looked finished when 
they lost 0-4 to Marconi, but in 
the next 10 rounds, they won 
eight and drew. two. 

“We won the title in Bris- 
bane and Melbourne,"’ Arok 
said. ‘‘We won all our games in 
those two cities, except for the 
1-1 draw with Makedonia.”’ 

Arok rejoined St George for 
the 1981 NSW State League 
season, after the club had been 
relegated from the NSL. 

Under Arok, the Saints won 
the 1981 and 1982 NSW Ampol 
Cups, the 1981 NSW State 
League grand final, the 1982 
NSL grand final and now the 
NSL championship. 

They won promotion back to 
the NSL after finishing second 
to Croatia in 1981, and they lost 
the 1983 Ampol Cup final only 
on penalties. 

It is their first championship 
since 1976, when they won the 
NSW State League title from 
APIA, Hakoah and Marconi. 

Arok’s last championship 
with St George was in 1972. He 
was back in Yugoslavia before 
returning for the 1981 season.

Olympic is a dan- 
gerous side coming 
forward, but | believe 
they're down a bit 
and lacking con- 
fidence.

It would be a big thrill for 
me, as I’m in my first season 
with Marconi, since joining 
from the U.K. where I played 
for Albion Rovers, Blackpool, 
Torquay and Dunfermline. 

Tony Henderson was ap- 
pointed stand-in coach last 
week, with me as his assistant, 
after Doug Collins left. 

Doug had the option of 
staying until the end of the sea- 
son, but it would have been an 
impossible situation for him, 
seeing as the committee al- 
ready had decided that Les 
Scheinflug should take over for 
1984. 

Doug's greatest contribution 
to the club was the way he 
helped develop our young 
players — Tommy McCulloch, 
Rod Brown, Joe Rizzotto, 
Rene Licata, Steve Calderan, 
Atti Carbone etc. 

The young players matured 
under him, and the team spirit 
reached a peak. 

In the past few weeks, 
everything really has come to- 
gether for us and Doug leaves 
with the respect of every 
player at Marconi 

But having said that, there’s 
no way our spirit will be af- 
fected by his departure. The 
professional approach he in- 
stilled in us demands that we 
go out there and give it every- 
thing we've got. 

We'll beat Olympic, believe 
me. 

As I said, Jim Patikas, 
Peter Katholos and Marshall 
Soper make Olympic a very 
dangerous attacking team, but 
we've got the ability to contain 
them 

Not that we're going to 
change our usual playing pat- 
tern to counter: them. We 
never change our game, no 
matter who we play against. If 
we go out and play to our full 
ability, Olympic will be de- 
fending against us, rather than 
vice-versa. 

As for team selection, it’s 
too early to say. 

Steve Calderan and Ricky 
Budini both are vying for the 
stopper’s position. It was.

St. George two weeks ago, 
after Budini had been in the

Ian Hunter and Rene Licata 
both are in line for the right 
flank position, and up front, 
Mark Jankovics, Steve Winn 
and Rod Brown are three men 
gunning for only two vacan- 
cies. 

Over the season, Tony Hen- 
derson has been in defence, 
particularly in the latter half. 

He’ll lead a_ winning 
defence against Olympic on 
Sunday. 

Tommy McCulloch had a 
lean Spell in the middle of the 
season, but came good again, 
and he can be proud of the pro- 
gress he's made in midfield. 

Bruce James, the goalkee- 
per, is another who's excelled. 

They all will have a decisive 
influence on the game, but I 
believe four men more than 
any other, hold the fate of the 
match in their hands — 
McCulloch and Winn for Mar- 
coni, and Soper and Katholos 
for Olympic. 

Anh one of the four can turn 
the match single-handedly. 

I believe Heidelberg will 
win the other semi-final, and 
that would suit Marconi fine, 
for we've beaten Heidelberg 
twice this year. 

Having missed out on the 
championship, Hellas will be 
down a bit this week, and I be- 
lieve that will act against 
them in the semi-final. 

Heidelberg’s on a high, and I 
reckon they'll spring a sur- 
prise. 

So as far as I'm concerned, 
it’s Marconi and Heidelberg 
for the final. 
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“This rule was brought in 

a few years ago to stop clubs 
stacking their Armstrong 
Cup teams with regular 
senior players and from that 
point of view the rule is 
good. 
‘However, there must be 
provision made to allow 
clubs to play junior players 
in reserve league and cup 
games. That is an essential 
part of the development of 
these youngsters and this 
rule prevents that devel- 
opment. 

‘We dropped three of our 
regular reserve players in 
order to give our youngsters 
a taste of cup soccer against 
Thomastown in our semi- 
final and now, because we 
want to promote juniors, we 
have been made to suffer. 

“T understand the rule. We 
won't be appealing against 
the verdict, but the rule has 
to be amended immediately 
to allow juniors not cup-tied 
in the Dockerty Cup, to take 
part in the Armstrong Cup.”

We can save our 
necks if we 
win the big one

The National Cup has been Olympic’s only 
aim for the past month or more. No matter 
who we were playing in the league, everyone 
was hammering into us that the Cup is all the 
really counts. — 


With nothing else available to us in the way of honors, the big 
Cup can save our necks after what has been a disappointing 
season for Sydney Olympic. 

Fans who come to see me in my shop have been saying: “It 
doesn’t matter that you’ve had a bad season. If you win the Cup, 
no-one will care about that. It will be swept under the carpet.” 

So Jet's have a look at the semi-final against Marconi on Sun- 














day. 
First, we have to consider that Marconi changed its coaching 
set-up last week. 

Doug Collins is out, and Tony Henderson and Tommy Sermani 
are sharing the coaching duties until Les Scheinflug takes over 
officially 

But even though Scheinflug hasn’t been installed yet, I reckon 
he’s in there nevertheless, acting perhaps as “‘adviser’’. 

Collins did a good job with Marconi, but Henderson and Ser- 
mani also will get the best out of the players, because they have 
their respect. 

Morale in the team will remain high, and of course, Marconi 
has a few danger men we'll be watching closely. 

Rod Brown, for example, can put away any half-chance, and 
Tommy Sermani does a lot of midfield work, so we'll have to 
stop his supply to the forwards. The defence is excellent. Vic Bo- 
zanic on the leit, gets himself forward often, and he has a pow- 
erful shot that can threaten our goal, so whoever plays on our 
right wing will have to watch him closely. The same applies on 
the other side, where Marconi’s right back, Jovan Djordjevic, is 
thoroughly unpredictable and extremely explosive because of his 
speed. 

As for Olympic, our record may not look good on paper over 
the past few weeks, but against Heidelberg, for example, we 
paves quite well even though we lost 1-4. 

eidelberg got three of their goals in a five-minute period — 
and they were crazy goals, believe me. We, on the other hand, 
created lots of scoring chances without managing to put them 
away. Mark Koussas had two easy ones, Terry Patalis another. 

Even I had a reasonably good game that day, according to my 
coach, Manfred Schaefer, and it’s no secret that my form had 
slipped a little bit. 

Ricky Herbert will be back in our defence on Sunday, having 
returned from his commitments with the New Zealand national 
team. His confidence is sky-high, as New Zealand qualified for 
the Olympic soccer tournament. Herbert didn’t play in our last 
league game, against Makedonia, due to a knee injury. Now that 
he’s back, Mike Coady probably will switch from central defence 
to right back, meaning Arthur Svinos may be on the bench. 

Graham Jennings has been doing very well since moving from 
left back to the midfield about four or five weeks ago. He gets 
more opportunity to attack now, and support our strikers, Mar- 
shall Soper and Mark Koussas. 

They haven't played many games together, so their under- 
standing hasn't been as good as it could be, but I’m sure they both 
will be jumping out of their skins on Sunday. And Soper has, of 
course, shown throughout the league, how dangerous a striker he 
is. Koussas proved his own worth often enough. Although he’s 
been in and out of the team this year, he’s ready to show his best. 

I reckon we'll play it safe — at least early on — meaning our 
full backs probably will stay back, until we see how the game 
pans out. 

Certainly we don’t want to take any chances until we’ve settled 
into our rhythm. 

Olympic always has done well against Marconi. Don’t ask me 
why. It’s just one of those things. There’s something about the 
atmosphere, the occasion, that makes us feel confident. 

As for the other semi-final, my tip is that South Melbourne 
Hellas will beat Heidelberg-Alexander, because Hellas has more 
composure, Heidelberg, although a much improved team under 
Jim Tansey, is not organised as well as Hellas. 
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The match will he decided in midfield — and despite the ab- — 
sence of Alan Davidson who is overseas for trails with Bayern © 


Munich and Arsenal — the midfield trio of Oscar Crino, Carl] Half- 
ord and Ken Murphy are talented enough to overwhelm their op- 
ponents, Theo Selemidis, Jim Campbell and Mike Valentine. 

In other words, it will be a Hellas vy Olympic final, and Olympic 
will win the Cup!

St. Albans Dinamo, born in 1981 out of 
amalgamation between HNK Dinamo of the 
Industrial League and St. Albans of the Vic- 
torian Metro League, is set to win a place in 
the revamped State League next year. 


And what a feat that would 
be, coming as it would, in the 
30th anniversary of St. Albans 
soccer club. There can be little 
doubt that should mighty Mel- 
bourne Croatia gain NSL entry 
next season, the VSF and Vic- 
torian soccer would greatly 
benefit from having another 
Croatian-sponsored club in the 
State League and Dinamo is 
making a bold bid to be that 
club. 

St. Albans never has been in 
State League. 

St Albans was born in 1953 
and played friendly games 
until it was officially regis- 
tered in the Fourth Division 
Reserves in 1954 Founder 
members were Vince and Joe 
Jakob. Mio Milenkovic, Ante 
Anautovic Anton Feist, 
Domino Sapulovic, Dave Day 
and a few other young fellows 
who wanted to play soccer 
The first president was Eric 
Alan who later became Mayor 
of Keilor 

Lale Klaus, Mike Vasjuta, 
Mike Jasilj, E. Gerick, Fritz 
Schwab, P. Simonis, D. Gavi- 
gan, F. Feist, and J. Goellner 
were among other pioneers at 
St. Albans. 

In 1965 came amalgamation 
with Olympia whose best play- 
ers, Eddy and Boggie Kupisz, 
Kaz Klain, Ziggie Nowak and 
others helped make the St Al- 
bans-Olympia team a force in 
the Second Division. Extra 
strength was added by the 
signing of Rolf Beinroth from 
Lions and the return of Matze 
Landherr. 


Saints then went on to win 
the Second Division title by a 
stroke of fate. When Ferntree 
Gully and Libertas drew 1-1 
near the end of the season, 
they knocked each other out of 
contention for the title. Going 
into the last match Libertas 
had to beat South Yarra by 18 
goals to overtake St Albans — 
an impossible task. 

Saints followed up its 
championship success in the 
Armstrong Cup. 

St Albans won the Arm- 
strong Cup by beating Wilhel- 
mina 4-2 in the final at Olym- 
pic Park. Goals came from 
Pleban (2), Klein and Land- 
herr while Watson scored the 
two for Wilhelmina. 

Olympia became Keilor City 
after the split with St Albans 
It started m the Fourth Divi- 
sion and worked its way up 
into First Division. 

The split left St Albans with 
a shortage of players for 1966 
but an ambitious recruiting 
programme soon took care of 
that.

Vojtek’s career goes back to 
the late 1950’s when he joined 
Essendon juniors. He scored 
between 50 and 60 goals every 
season and represented Vic- 
toria in the under-13's, 15's, 
16’s and 18’s. He joined State 
League club Croatia at the age 
of 17. 

As a youngster, he admired 
Vic Janezyk and Eddy Jan- 
kowski of Polonia and it was 
Janczyk, as Victorian state 
team coach, who chose Vojtek 
in the 1965 squad to meet tou- 
ring English giant Chelsea. 
Vojtek didn’t actually play in 
that match but the following 
year, 1966, he played against 
Italy’s A.S. Roma. He was a 
nervous, inexperienced young- 
ster, but his performance was 
good enough to keep in the Vic- 
torian team for many, Many 
years. He had 48 state games 
altogether. 

National team coach Joe 
Viasits included Vojtek in the 
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This year the. aS started 
out with big ambitions which 
were realised by winning the 
championship. 

Billy Vojtek was hired as 
player-coach and he proceeded 
to reshape the first team 
squad, Signing six new players. 
John Bruno, an immensely tal- 
ented youngster, was signed on 
a free transfer from Ajax. Ned 
Batinovic, a proven goalsco- 
rer, joined from Melbourne 
Croatia for $3,500, as did 
Danny Dezic, for $1,500. Goal- 
keeper Danny Lacock joined 
from Albion Rovers for $800.

Player awards. 


Vojtek is confident that if in- 
cluded in the 1984 State Lea- 
gue, St. Albans Dinamo would 
acquit itself in style. He 
reckons that he would need 
just four top flight additions to 
his first team squad. 


“We would do very, very 
well in State League. Far 
better than some people think. 
We've had a terrific season 
and all the lads have peformed 
very creditably.

For many years, Vojtek was 
one of the backbones of 
Croatia in Melbourne, and fig- 
ured prominently in the club’s 
State League championship 
wins in 1968 and 1978. 


When Croatia was expelled 
from the VSF in 1972, Vojtek 
switched to Sydney Croatia but 
returned to Melbourne, to 
join Juventus, in 1975, capping 
an outstanding season by win- 
ning the Bill Fleming Medal as 
the Victorian Player of the 
Year. 

He transferred to Essendon 
Croatia in 1977 and in 1979, was 
appointed coach of Green 
Gully Ajax, leading that club 
to its first ever State League 
honor — the 1979 Ampol Cup. 


In 198] and 1982 Vojtek was 
player-coach of Western 
Suburbs in First Division and 
joined Dinamo this year, going 
on to win his first 
championship as a coach and 
his third as a player. 

Speed and tremendous close 
ball control have long been 
Vojtek’s hallmarks. He's 40 
now and still a talented player 
and he can look back on great 
memories when his ability 
thrilled thousands of specta- 
tors in many different coun- 
tries.

While Croatia wasn’t as bril- 
liant here as it was in the State 
League Cup final, Ajax again 
looked lethargic and bereft of 
ideas up front. That’s stag- 
gering when you consider that 
Paul Lewis and David Small- 
man scored 49 of Ajax’s 67 
goals in State League this sea- 
son. 

Lewis, as he was in the State 
League Cup final, was well 
shackled by Croatia’s Tony 
Curcio and Smallman, while 
doing well with a couple of 
free kicks, was rarely sighted. 

Ajax’s wide player up front, 
Bobby Toal, found George 
Hannah as uncompromising as 
ever. On the few occasions 
when Toal got forward with 
the ball, Hannah jockeyed 
well, holding Toal up and wait- 
ing for cover. As a con- 
sequence, Toal often found 
himself surrounded by red- 
shirted opponents and when he 
resorted to hopeful crosses, 
Croatia centre half Sean 
Parton or goalkeeper Peter 
Blasby were unbeatable. 

Blasby was very sound in 
the air here, He’s not happy 
with the way a couple of other 
goalkeepers in the past have 
gone into print saying that 
they should be in the state 
squad and have won selection. 
Blasby reckons that he’s every 
bit as good, if not better than 
any keeper in Victoria and he 
wants a chance to prove him- 
self in the state team. But he 
doesn’t really fancy pushing 
his own barrow so let me doit 
for him. He’s a very good 
goalkeeper. 

Croatia looked sharper from 
the outset. It should have 
scored in the 5th minute. Josip 
Biskic, in his now usual taun- 
ting and testing fashion, made 
a great run from the half way 
line then played the ball to 
Tommy Cumming, wide on the 
right. Cumming’s cross was 
miskicked by a defender, 
David Brogan tried to shoot on 
the turn, and the ball was de- 
flected to Steve Gojevic who 
blasted over from 12 metres. 

Gojevic turned and volleyed 
in spectacular fashion in the 
13th minute but the ball dipped 
just over the bar. A minute 
later, Croatia struck. And 


what a gem of a goal it was.

Gojevic again got posses- 
sion, just outside the Ajax 
area. We all expected another 
well struck drive but the 
youngster cleverly lobbed the

Lou Denys was forced to 
quickly backpedal but he 
couldn't make position in time. 
Brogan could have gone for 
goal but intelligently headed 
the ball across the goalmouth 
to unmarked Gojevic, about 
six metres out.

Blasby made one of two 
superb saves in this match, in 
the 22nd minute.

Williams 
sent through a great pass in 
front of Lewis allowing the 
Ajax striker to use his remark- 
able pace. Blasby charged out 
of goal to the edge of his area 
but was never going to beat 
Lewis to the ball. However, 
using every inch of his long 
frame, Blasby spread himself 
and smothered Lewis’ shot. 

Jozo Antolovic, who played 
two great lofted balls in this 
game, bent into the path of 
Biskic, was at the near post in 
the 25th minute and although 
he headed firmly from Bis- 
kie’s corner, he directed the 
ball right into Denys’ hands. 

Paul Lewis should have 
equalised five minutes from 
half time. After arms and 
legs swung wildly in a shoving 
match inside the Croatia area, 
the ball fell to Lewis but ama- 
zingly, he shot wide from just 
four metres out! 

Ten. minutes into the second 
half, Blasby made another 
great save. Smallman’s low 
free kick was destined for the 
corner until Blasby threw him- 
self at full stretch and tipped 
just wide. 

Three minutes later, a pin- 
point Biskic cross to the near 
post found Brogan unmarked 
but he mistimed his header 
and the ball flashed well wide. 

Cumming turned sharply on 
the left of the Ajax area in the 
60th minute and laid the ball 


into Brogan's path but the 
Croatia striker shot wide of 
the far post. 

The goal that sealed Ajax’s - 
fate came in the 70th minute. 
Biskic swung in a corner from 
the left. Brogan came off his 
marker and glanced the ball 
firmly into goal and that was 
the end of Ajax’s season.

Boce Juniers were not, as you'd expect in turn. founded in 
the suburb of River Plate mainly because there is no such 
suburb in Buenos Aires but were also established in the “‘Bar- 
rio” of Boca which used to be mainly inhabited by Italian mi- 
grants They. too. have won just about every honor Argentine 
futebol cam offer. One of their great teams was built by 
former Brazilian manager Vicente Feola in the 1960s and then 
WENt On 9 Win several titles — three in numvber — under 
Hose D Amico and Adoifo Pedernera who died only this 
month 

River goes into this match tonight — actually. played seven 
months. two weeks and four days ago — with a depleted 
teeeam Famous midfielder Huan Hesus de la Santa Rosa was 
injured in the previous match against Estudiantes de la Plata 
which River managed to win 2-1 and will be replaced by Hesus 
Juan de la Rosananta, a useful little man who was signed 
from Ferrocartl 14 months ago in an exchange for two play- 
ers, two truckloads of inflated pesos, two milking cows and a 
copy of the Sydney TV program. 

Apart from that, River is at full strength and is hopeful that 
it can stretch its winning sequence to an amazing 32 matches, 
briefly interrupted by 11 defeats and 18 draws. 

Now, what about Boca whose famous stadium, the Estadio 
Bonbonera, has become a household word in South America 
and also at North Sydney?

France’s 1 - 1 draw 
with Spain in Paris on 
October 5 was, by all 
accounts, a poor game 
but it did produce a 
noteworthy landmark 
as Marius Tresor made 
his 64th international 
appearance, thereby 
eclipsing Roger March- 
e’s previous record of 
French caps. 

Tresor, who hails from 
the French Territory of 
Guadeloupe in the 
Caribbean, first came to 
prominence with the ex- 
cellent Olimpique Mar- 
seilles side of the early 
1970s. 

In 1970-71, Olimpique 
won the French League 
and Tresor made his inter- 
national debut while the 
following campaign saw 
the club complete a lea- 
gue-cup ‘‘double’”’ and its 
powerful, coo] central de- 
fender being proclaimed 
as “Footballer of the 


Year’’. 
He was to be a familiar 
figure to Frenchmen 


throughout the decade, yet 
had to wait until 1978 
before gaining a truly 
worldwide reputation 

Despite being no more 
than 70% fit, Tresor im- 
pressed all in the role of 
sweeper during the World 
Cup finals in Argentina, 
when the Gauls were so un- 
lucky to be eliminated by 
the host nation and Italy 

Injuries plagued him for 
the next three seasons; his 
problems compounded by 
Olimpique Marseilles’ re- 
markable decline. 

From. its zenith in 1972, 
Olimpique deteriorated 
rapidly, with a 1976 French 
Cup triumph merely prov- 
ing an illusion of continued 
success 

By 1980, the club not 
only had fallen into Divi- 
sion Two, but it: finances 
were in an abysmal state 
Only the intervention of 
the local council saved it 
from bankruptcy 

Even the sale of Tresor 
did not help the situation to 
any great extent. Tresor 
was regarded by most 
clubs as being too injury- 
x prone and, at 28, too great

a risk. 

Only one club, Girondins 
de Bordeaux, displayed 
any interest and so it 
gained his signature for a 
modest sum.

magazine named him in 
his World XI for “the 
second successive year. 
Marius Tresor’s career 
may be drawing towards 
an end, but the amiable, 
ever approachable, West 
Indian can be content that 
his ability has gained the 
recognition it deserves. — 
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Denmark's recent 7 - 0 vic- 
tory over England at Wem- 
bley, a result which made 
Denmark codds-on favorite to 
qualify for the last eight of 
the European Championship, 
would have surprised only 
the most short-sighted Eng- 
lishman, for the Danes have 
evolved into the most formi- 
dable of opponents. 


With Italy eliminated and the other 
World Cup finalist, West Germany, going 
through a distinctly sticky patch, there is 
justifiable optimism in Odense, Aarhus, 
Aalborg and Copenhagen that their boys 
even could win the trophy in France next 
year. 

Denmark has a long tradition of produc- 
ing fine players. The Middleboe brothers 
had few peers at the begnning of the centu- 
ry, Carl Hensen spent three distinguished 
years in Glasgow Rangers’ goal during the 
1920s, Pal Patersen was right back for 
FIFA against Britain in 1947 and three 
seasons later John Hansen won the first of 
his two Italian championship medals with 
Juventus. 

In 1955 Leschly Sorenson starred on the 
Rest of Europe’s right wing as it beat Brit- 
ain 4 - ] and Harald Nielsen’s goals lifted 
Bologna to the 1964 Italian League title. 

But, lack of depth has prevented Den- 
mark from making a sustained impact. 
Today, though, Denmark fields a team 
which oozes quality thoughout. 

Having struck a seam of rich talent, the 
north European kingdom may well emu- 
late Holland, which, despite a previously 
mediocre international record, came 
through to shock the soccer world during 
the last decade. 

To date, Denmark’s influence on the 
international scene has been confined 
almost exclusively to the Olympic Games, 
in which it gained silver medals in 1908, 
1912 and 1960. 

This fine record can be explained par- 
tially by the fact that Danish soccer was 
exclusively amateur until 1978 and even 
today its national league, sponsored by 
major brewers, Carlsberg, is only semi- 
professional and merely acts as a spring- 
board for ambitious player who look 
towards Italy, France, Belgium, Spain and 
Holland in order to further their careers... 

It was Italian national team manager 
Enzo Bearzot who first warned of Den- 
mark’s potential in 1980, when his team 
was beaten 3 - 1 in a World Cup qualifying

The last qualifier was West 
Germany, which went through 
at the expense of Poland, 
quickly emerging as the new 
force of European — and 
world — football. 

The quarter-final line-up 
was the following: England — 
West Germany; Italy — Bel- 
gium, Hungary — Rumania 
and Yugoslavia — USSR. 

The draw made sure the 
final series in Belgium would 
be contested by two ‘‘Wes- 
tern’’ countries and two 
““Communist”’ sides. 

West Germany turned on a 
superb performance to beat a 
rapidly-declining England 3-1 
at Wembley. 

With Guenther Netzer 
spraying excellent balls across 
the field and ace striker Gerd 
Mueller confirming his un- 
doubted goalscoring ability in 
the penalty area, Beckenbauer 
and Co. produced a top-class 
display which put them in the 
driving seat for a spot in the 
semis. 

In the return in West Berlin 
the other side of the West 
German machine was seen as 
Helmut Schoen played a 
boring game of containment 
aimed exclusively to protect 
its 31 win. The result was an 
uninspiring 0-0 draw. 

Italy pounded Belgium’s 
goal incessantly in the mud of 
Milan’s San Siro Stadium but 
goalkeeper Piot made two 
world-class saves to earn his 
side a 0-0 draw. 

In the return in Brussels 
Belgium came out of its shell 
and beat Italy 2-l, more con- 
vincingly than the score might 
suggest. 

The Soviet Union put one 
foot into the semis by holding 


* Yugoslavia to a goalless draw 
in Belgrade and finished the 
opposition off with a 3-0 
triumph at home. 

The other quarter-final went 
into a play-off. 

Neither Hungary nor Ruy- 
mania was able to go past a 
draw in their home ties and the 
Magyars beat their neighbors 
2-1 to make the ‘‘four’’.

Lambert and van Himst, 
Belgium’s star forwards, 
netted twice for their country 
in the match for third place in 
Liege before fewer than a 1000 
fans. 

Ku scored a late consolation 
goal for Hungary which fini- 
shed in fourth place. As so 
often happened in the past so 
much early Magyar promise 
ended in a big disappointment. 

Thousands of West Germans 
“invaded” Brussels for the 
final against the Soviet Union. 

The Heyes Stadium was 
packed to capacity and a top 
match was on the cards. 

Goalkeeper Rudakov and 
sweeper Khurtsilava tried des- 
perately to check the German 
machine but there was nothing 
they could do to stop Netzer 
and, above all, Mueller. 

The cheeky Bayern Munich 
goal-poacher netted two goals 
and Borussia’s Wimmer 
scored another to help West 
Germany become the new 
champion of Europe. 

This was to be one of the 
most convincing victories in 
the history of international 
soccer compeition.

Con un campo tanto limitato 
arrivare terzi, come era suc- 
cesso del resto anche |’anno 
scorso, e’ un risultato discreto 
sulla carta ma in effetti e’ 
equivalente ad arrivare ultimt 
della prima classe. La differ- 
enza fra il terzo posto del- 
I’anno scorso e quello di questo 
anno e’ che nel primo caso il 
distacco dalle due squadre di 
testa era stato piu’ marcato e 
praticamente la Juventus non 
era mai stata in lotta per lo 
scudetto: nel secondo caso il 
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distacco e’ stato minimo e la 
squadra e’ stata al comando 
della classifica 0 in zona scu- 
detto fino alle ultimissime bat- 
tute del campionato. fl terzo 
posto di quest’anno e’ stato 
ancora piu’ meritorio poiche’ 
il livello della competizione 
del 1983 e” stato indubbiamente 
superiore, e di molto, a quello 
del 1982 

Ma giacche’ siamo in tema 
di paragoni bisogna anche dire 
che la Juventus del 1982 era 
stata ricostruita quasi inter- 
amente dalla formazione ret- 
rocessa l’anno precedente, 
mentre la squadra del 1983 era 
in gran parte riconfermata e 
quindi migliorata da nuovi ele- 
menti di valore come Lloyd, 
Rogers e Drinockzy: senza 
contare la definitiva utili- 
zzazione di Zinni e l’arrivo di 
Cullen a campionato oltre il 
giro di boa. 

Con il maggiore affiata- 
mento e con l’aggiunta di 
buoni elementi, anche ad un 
livello piu’ elevato della com- 
petizione, la Juventus avrebbe 
dovuto vincere i! campionato. 
Con questa premesse il terzo 
posto e’ quindi da considerare 
un insuccesso, non e’ possibile 
farsi illusioni 

Ma vediamo in dettagli per- 
che’ la Juventus avrebbe 
dovuto vincere il campionato e 
perche’. invece, I’ha perso. 

All'inizio dell’anno |’ammi- 
nistrazione Juventina aveva 
finalmente capito che una 
squadra vincente (piu’ di 
campo e di sede che nessuno 
avrebbe usato) era la base di 
un rilancio del club. Si com- 
incio’ quindi con il reperire il 
migliore allenatore disponibile 
sul mercato e Margaritis sem- 
bro’ essere |’uomo giusto-. Si 
decise quindi di non trasferire 
alcum giocatore, ad eccwe- 
zione di Cunningham che si era 
trasferito in Tasmania per 
ragioni di lavoro. 

Con una squadra gia’ fatta e 
riconfermata si prosegui’ a 
rinforzarla, anche se non con 
eccessiva decisione; infatti il 
giovane Drinockzy venne ac- 
quistato come alternativa al 
vecchio Donaldson solo dopo 
che la squadra aveva beccato 
quattro reti in una partita di 
Ampol Cup. Prima di lui erano 
arrivati l’esperto Rogers 
(unica scelta personale del- 
l’allenatore) che avrebbe 
dovuto essere il regista del 
centrocampo e il giovane 
Lloyd come motorino e mezza- 
punta 

L’intenzione di rinforzare a 
prima linea rimase solo tale 
per limitazione di mezzi e 
anche perche’ il mercato non 
offriva molto di meglio ris- 
petto a quello che si aveva. 
D’altra parte French (che era 
stato richiesto dal Croatia), 
[ncantalupo, Zinni e Nelson 
piu’ l’apporto di mezzepunte 
zome Ged Bannon, Lloyd e 
Swinscoe erano a dir poco suf- 
ficenti per passare qualsiasi 
difesa avversaria almeno 
tante volte necessarie per vin- 
cere, anche se nessuno Si as- 
pettava risultati tennistici. 

La Juventus appariva per- 
cio" squadra affiatata, bilan- 
ciata e con sufficienti rincalzi 
per affrontare un lungo camp- 
ionato (alle prime battute 
erano in panchina gente come 
Ged Bannon, Tony Heery, Ti- 
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ziano Cavallari. Jim Nelson, 
Frank Geremia. Alec Fanto- 
ma). 

Si vide subito che Margaritis 
aveva avuto una influenza 
molto positiva su alcuni ele- 
menti, come Pat Bannon, 
Henry Hird, Kevin Swinscoe, 
che migliorarono il loro rend- 
imento rispetto all’anno 
prima. Drinockzy si rivelo’ 
l’elemento forte. fisicamente 
dotato e giovane, di cui la 
difesa aveva bisogno. Gli 
ordini specifici a Pat e Vince 
Bannon di rimanere in posizio- 
ne, invece di avventurarsi 
troppo spesso in avanti. fecero 
d ella difesa bianconera una 
delle piu’ formidabili del 
campionato e Vultima a 
capitolare (non subi’ alcuna 
rete fino al quarto turno). 

Il centrocampo con Rogers, 
Swinscoe e Lioyd divenne 
presto un altro punto forte 
della squadra, capace di con- 
trastare le avanzate avversa- 
rie, di costruire in fase offen- 
Siva e di andare a rete all’oc- 
correnza. 

Anche se comitato, tecnici € 
tifosi non ci credevano ancora, 
noi additammo immediata- 
mente la Juventus come 
squadra da campionato. In- 
fatti, a parte il vero e proprio 
infortunio contro i! Polonia, la 
Juventus continuo’ a macinare 
risultati positivi e, dopo aver 
battuto Croatia e Green Gully 
in due turni consecutivi, s _ 
venne a trovare in cima al 
campionato e con il vento in 


ppa- s oo 

Ormai tutti si erano convintt 
che la Juventus potesse vin- 
cere il campionato. tanto che 
cominciarono a diventare in- 
cauti. Dall’inizio del camp- 
ionato erano venuli a mancare 
Tony Heery e Tiziano Cav- 
allari; Fabio Incantalupo era 
impegnato con la nazionale 
giovanile e Andrew Zinni era 
infortunato per diverse set- 
timane. La buona rosa di 
giocatori in cui tanto si era in- 
sistito all’ inizio dell’anno si 
era cosi’ dissipata e il com- 
jtato, nonostante i nostri con- 
tinui avvertimenti, non corse 
ai ripart. 

Si arrivo’ cosi’ alla partita 
con il Box Hill, nell’undice- 
sima giornata. La Juventus, 
prima in classifica, era ri- 
masta con undici giocatori di 
cui due (Rogers e Swinscoe) 
infortunati ma _ costretti a 
scendere in campo ugualmen- 
te. Fino a che ressero, la Ju- 
yventus domino’ senza pero’ 
riuscire a segnare; quando 
Rogers e Swinscoe crollarono, 
crollo’ naturalmente il 
centrocampo e la difesa fu 
messa sotto pressione € con- 
cesse il rigore fatale che sen- 
tenzio’ Ja sconfitta e la perdita 
del primato in classifica.s 

Facili partite contro un 
Morwell in crisied un modest- 
issimo Albion e due settimane 
di interruzione del campionato 
per gli incontri della nazionale 
con I’Inghilterra, diedero alla 
Juventus la possibilita’ di 
reprendere fiato e di recuper- 
are Zinni e Incantalupo, ma 
non Swinscoe che era stato un 
punto di forza della squadra 
nel girone d’andata. Inoltre In- 
cantalupo, dopo la magnifica 
prova nella coppa del mondo 
giovanile, si venne a trovare in 
panchina nella partita contro 
un forte George Cross solo per- 
che’ Margaritis non intendeva 
cambiare una formazione vin- 
cente (aveva vinto contro un 
morto e contro il vicefanalino 
di coda). 

Cosi’ il George Cross con- 
duceva per 2-1 a 18 minuti 
dalla fine e solo una provviden-

mente la situazione in zona 
Cesarini; un importante punto

Nell’incontro import- 
antissimo contro il Croatia la 
settimana successiva Mar- 
garitis, pur di far giocare tutti 
i galli nel pollaio, invento’ un 
incredibile 5-1-4, con Rogers 
come coppio stopper, Ged 
Bannon unico centrocampista 
di ruolo e quattro attaccanti: 
Zinni, Cullen, French e In- 
cantalupo. Uno dei peggior

Con i] Croatia affatto spetta- 
colare, Margaritis tento’ il
